Elderly And DisabledExempt 
From Utility Tax Payments 


The Coffee County Department of 
Pensions and Security has implemented 
a new state law exempting many 
elderly and disabled people from a tax 
on their electric bills. ‘ 

The law, passed by the Legislature, 
in the 1981 regular session, generally 
applies to elderly and disabled people 
with gross incomes under $12,000 a 
year. It exempts those households from 
the State’s 2.2 percent gross receipts 
license tax on electricity. 

Ron Smith, director of the Coffee 
County Department of Pensions and 
Secutity, said that the agency’s office in 
Elba is now taking applications for the 
exemption, 


**We don’t expect many households 
to apply,’’ Smith said, “‘because the 
dollar amount of the assistance is very 
small.”’ 

On the average electric bill of $55 a 
month, he said, the 2.2 percent tax 
exemption amounts to only $1.21, or 
less than $15 a year. People eligible for 
the assistance will not receive a money 
payment but will simply be exempted 
from paying the tax. 

In order to be eligible for the 
exemption--which only applies to low 
income people who are disabled or over 
62--the head of the household must 
apply at the county Department of 
Pensions and Security. The law limits 


eligibility to households with gross 
annual incomes under $12,000 and 
households where no more than two 
people are under 62 years old. 

After the Department of Pensions 
and Security processes the applications, 
it will forward the names of those found 
eligible to the appropriate electric 
utility, which will exempt those house; 
holds from the 2.2 percent tax. 

“The exemption applies only to 
electric bills, not gas or other fuel 
bills,"’ Smithsaid. *‘We are glad to take 
applications from people who might be 
eligible for the exemption, but we want 
them to realize that the amount of 
money involved is very small.’’

Elba Applies 


For Federal Grant 


We tie" Biba City Council met-in a 


special called meeting on Thursday 
afternoon, Noy. 12, and unanimously 
voted to apply for matching funds from 
the federal government for construction 
of Phase 2 of the new recreation park to 
be built on the Brundidge Highway. 

The initial phase of the complex, to 
be named the Hawkins-Williams Recre- 
ation Park, was approved for funding 
last month and construction on it will 
begin in January 1982. 

The second phase will include a 
comfort station, concession stand and 
multi-purpose building, tee ball field, 
three tennis courts, picnic tables and 
grills. If the application for the grant is 
approved, the federal funds will total 
$95,000, while the city’s matching share 
will be $47,500 in reserve funds and 
$47,500 in in-kind services. The total 
cost of Phase 2 will be $190,000. 

The special meeting was called 
because the application had to be filed 
by Monday, Nov. 16, with the sig- 
natures of the councilmen and the 
mayor. State approval on the request 
should come in early December, while 
federal approval is dependent on the 
president's final tax cut plans and 
proposed cuts in the budget.

Maggie said she 
has plowed many days in the 
fields with a mule. She also 
remembers doing the family 
wash down at the spring. 

She didn’t have the con- 
¥enience of just running to 
the store to purchase meat-- 
she had to help slaughter the 
hogs and cows and cure the 
meat in the old smokehouse. 
They cured some of the meat 
by soaking it in salt, and the 
other meat was hung up in 
the smokehouse and smoked. 
If she planned to have chick- 
en for a meal she had to go 
out back and wring a chick- 
en’s neck, pluck it and then 
cook it. 

Maggie remembers 
using shucks trom the corn 
stalks to make a _ scrub 
broom, and gathering broom 
sage to make a broom to 
sweep the house with. Gall 
berry bushes were used for 
brooms to sweep the yard. 

Maggie also served as a 
midwife in her community. 
She delivered all the babies 
around the Mt. Gilead Com- 
munity, Mrs. Faller said. 

Maggie was born on No- 


vember 22, 1895, and named 
Mary Magdalene Donaldson, 
the daughter of John and 
Lena Donaldson. She was 
married to James Monroe 
Hataway on June 22, 1918. 

When she’ married, she 
moved only about two miles 
from where she was born. 
Her husband was from the 
same community as she. 
How did Maggie meet her 
husband? “I knew him all my 
life,"” she said. Her husband 
died on June 13, 1937. 


Of the four children Mag- 
gie had, only one is alive 
today. She lost two of her 
children within three 
months. Fred drowned at the 
age of 21 at the dam near 
Elba, and Annie Ruth died of 
diabetes at the age of 19. Roy 
was killed in the Korean War 
in 1951, Nadine Hataway 
Fuller is her only living child. 

Maggie has three grand- 
children--Michael D. Parker 
of Dothan, Beverly D. Fuller 
of Elba, and Greg Fuller of 
Wetumpka--all children of 
Mrs. Fuller. 

Mrs. Hataway came from 
a family of eight children. 
She had five sisters--Sidney 
McKay, Pinkie Moore, Mol- 
lie Wambles, Florence 
Reeves and Annie Coon; and 
two brothers--Charlie Don- 
aldson and Thomas Donald- 
son. Only one of these is still 
living, Annie Coon. who lives 
in Zephyr Hills, Fla. 


Because her husband had 
two previous wives (both who 
died), Maggie also had six 
stepdaughters and five step- 
sons: Mary Alice Farris, Ada 
Shelton, Mertie B. Donald- 
son, Cora Rushing, Maude 
Farris and Pearl Farris; and 
William Gordan Hataway, 
George D. Hataway, Vernon 
Hataway, Ebb Hataway and 
David Hataway. Those who 
are still living are Mary Alice 
Farris of Columbus, Ga., 
Ada Shelton of Foley, Ala., 
Cora Rushing of Esto, Fla., 
and Vernon Hataway of 
Montgomery. She has 53 
great-grandchildren and, as 
she put it, there are just too 
many great-great grandchil- 
dren to count. She says, *‘l 
love them all, but they are so 
scattered now until I couldn't 
remember their names.”’ 

Born, reared and married 
in the community of Mt. 
Gilead, on Route 3, Elba, 
Maggie moved from the farm 
to Elba in 1951, over in what 
is called New Town, on 
Hickman Avenue. She lived 
there until she went to the 


nursing home in April 1980. 

Her favorite activity at 
the nursing home is quilting. 
She also ¢ njoved crocheting 
until she became unable to 
crochet, she said. 

She is a member of 
Westside Baptist Church of 
Elba, and was active in the 
church until she went to the 
nursing home. She still visits 
the church when she gets the 
opportunity. During the last 
few years she has lived on 
Social Security, and the mon- 
ey she enjoyed spending 
most was the money she 
gave to her church, her 
daughter said. One of her 
greatest loves is Westside 
and all of its members. She 
is a person of great faith. On 
Sundays while others were 
trying to find an excuse not 
to attend church, she was 
trying her very best to get 
there, Mrs. Fuller said. She 
broke her hip in 1975 when 
she made an awkward step 
over the curbing at the 
church. She had surgery at 
Fort Rucker and from then on 
she walked with the aid of a 
walker. After she became 
very ill in 1980 with two very 
large bleeding ulcers, her 
family decided she needed 
the 24-hour care that only a 
nursing home could provide. 
She loves the nursing home 
and always tells her daughter 
how good they are to her. 
She says, ‘**Why they treat 
me just like a baby.” 

Mrs. Hataway is confined 
to a wheelchair now, but she 
loves to speed down the 
haliway in her chair, Mrs. 
Fuller said. Workers at the 
nursing home tell her joking- 
ly that they are going to have 
to give her a speeding ticket, 
her daughter added. 

“| know that God loves 
me, because he chose Mag- 
gie Hataway to be my Mom. 
If I could have a wish, it 
would be that when | am 86 
years of age. like she will be 
Sunday, that 1 could just 
have as many friends as she 
has and as few enemies. | 
know she is a Christian and 
she has lived a good. active, 
clean and happy life. God has 
been real good to her, and 
she remembers every day to 
thank him,’* Mrs. 
said. 

If you should sometime 
have a few minutes to share 
with someone, just drop by 
the nursing home and meet 
this happy, jolly person 
called ‘*‘Aunt Maggie.’ She 
would enjoy your company 
very much. 
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Thanks for your prayers, 
calls, cards, flowers, visits 
and all expressions of con- 
cern during my _ recent 
illness. The thoughtfulness 
of friends and relatives has 
made the road to recovery 
easier.

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Commission Hit With Federal Lawsuit 


The Coffee County Jail in Elba has 
been a thorn in the side of county 
commissioners and sheriffs for many 
years, and all along the politicians knew 
that one day an inmate would file a 
lawsuit about the poor conditions in the 
antiquated facility. However, each set 
of elected officials would keep their 
fingers crossed and hope the suit 
wouldn't come during their term. Well, 
their luck has run out, because on 
Wednesday, Nov. 18, a former state 
inmate housed at the jail filed a suit in 
United States District Court and named 
Sheriff Brice Paul, Judge James L. 
Sawyer and the members of the Coffee 
County Commission as defendants. 

Filing the suit was Wallace Cotter. 
all, a former state inmate who was 
reportedly confined in the jail for 30 
days duting the summer of 1981 while 
awaiting a disciplinary hearing at the 
Elba Work Release Center. He was 
serving a sentence for second degree 
burglary at the time of the stay at the 
county jail. 


In the lawsuit, filed by Cotterall, harm; the duty to provide safe and inmates by maintaining the jail in an Alabama, United States District Court. 


individually and on behalf of all others 
similarly situated, the plaintiffs de- 
clared the suit was an action secking 
declaratory and injunctive redress a- 
gainst the defendants for committing 
acts under color of state law, depriving 
the plaintiffs of rights under the 
Constitution and laws of the United 
States. 

Specifically, the complaint accused 
the defendants, jointly and severally, of 
establishing and maintaining laws and 
facilities which deprive the plaintiffs of 
the rights, privileges, and immunities 
guaranteed under the First, Fifth, 
Eighth and Fourteenth Amendments. 

Under the Eighth and Fourteenth 
Amendments, the plaintiffs stated the 
defendants owe a duty to each inmate 
incarcerated in the Coffee County Jail to 
be free from deprivation of his or her 
life, liberty or property without due 
process of law and to be free from cruel 
and unusual punishment. These man- 
dated duties include: the duty to 
provide inmates with protection from 


Sanitary living conditions; the duty to 
provide the opportunity for adequat« 
visitation and communication; the duty 
to abstain from unfair, summary or 
cruel disciplinary practices; the duty 
to provide a medical care delivery 
system which is adequate to meet the 
needs of all inmates; the duty to provide 
a program of exercise; the duty to 
provide a healthful diet; the duty to 
provide minimal requisites for personal 
hygiene and the duty to provide an 
environment and program which will 
not impede an inmate's rehabilitation or 
in any other way debilitate him physi- 
cally, mentally or socially. 

Continuing, the suit contends the 
defendants failed or refused to provide 
the inmates with protection from harm 
by: maintaining a staff insufficient in 
numbers and training to protect an 
inmate from harm; failure to implement 
a classification system which would 
minimize the likelihood of physical 
assaults by guards or other inmates; 
and also violated the rights of the 


unconscionable, unsafe and hazardous 
State of disrepair. The poor conditions 
included overcrowded living areas, 
inadequate and unsanitary toilets; sinks 
and showers, failure to repair broken or 
leaking pipes. windows, walls and 
ceilings, and a failure to provide proper 
ventilation in the summer and heating 
in the winter. The lengthy document, 
listed a total of 16 major complaints. 
with countless minor inadequacies. 

In closing, the suit asked the court 
grant inmates relief by: declaring 
unlawful the maintenance of the Coffee 
County Jail in the manner listed in the 
complaints; enjoining the defendants 
from continuing the maintenance of the 
jail, and requiring the defendants to 
take affirmative action to be denied by 
this court to completely eliminate all of 
the conditions in the Coffee County Jail 
as set out in the complaint. 


The commissioners, sheriff and 
probate judge have 20 days to answer 
the complaint in the Middle District of

Weeks said he wanted the people of 
Coffee County to realize that the main 
issue they would be voting on would be 
“if the people of Coffee County want to 
tax themselves to maintain the two- 
courthouse system’’. 

Weeks said that with the amend-

ment he requested there was no

of owner-occupied adjacent property as 
far as estate taxation is concerned, and 
exempt on up to $5,000 worth of 
assessed value on both county and 
school district taxes, Burns said. How- 
ever, if shese individuals live within the 
city linits of a muinicipality they are 
required to pay city taxes. 

In order to qualify for this exemp- 
tion, your annual income must be less 
than $12,000, but more than $7,500, as 
per your Alabama state income tax 
form's listing of adjusted gross income. 

“I would like to emphasize the fact 
that individuals over 65 years of age, in 
order to qualify for either exemption, 
must show proof of income by their Jast 
State tax returns,’’ Burns said. 

If no tax returns (state or federal), 
were filed the individual is required to 
sign as such on his assessment sheet, 
and may still receive the exemption, he 
added. 

Persons who do not qualify for either 
of the above exemptions (of any age), 
may qualify for the normal homestead 
exemptions, Burns said. This allows up 
to a $48.00 exemption for someone who 
owns property and lives on it. 


City Council 
Increases 


Garbage Rates 


The Elba City Council met Monday 
evening with all members present and 
voting. Only two items considered in the 
short meeting required a motion and 
vote by the council, and neither 
required lengthy discussion. 

The council culminated previous 
discussions on the cost of garbage 
pick-up by accepting the recommenda- 
tion of Mayor Bob English and in- 
creased the monthly cost of garbage 
pick-up an average of 43%. This means 
that residential fees will be $5.00. 

English reported to the council 
on a used concession stand that could be 
purchased and used at the proposed 
new recreation park. He appointed 
Councilman Cleo Hawkins and Ray 
Trammell to check the 20 x 24 building 
and decide if the city should enter a bid. 
Councilman Charles Kennett opposed 
the move stating that with the shortage 
of money the city faced, nothing was a 
bargain. 

The only other action was a report by 
English that the police department was 
operating smoothly. He also outlined a 
plan for naming a new police chief. 

Applications will be accepted until 
November 30, with each councilman 
getting copies of the applications and 
selecting five they consider the best 
qualified. From these five, the three top 
vote-getters will be invited to an 
interview in executive session and 
hopefully a new chief will be named at 
the regular meeting on December 7. 
The councilmen accepted this plan 
without change.

Commission Seeks To 
Change 1903 Jail Law 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, 
November 23, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and voted ufianimously ‘to 
ask the county's legislators to introduce 
a bill seeking a constitutional amend- 
ment that would abolish -7 1903 law 
requiring a jail to be constructed at the 
site of both courthouses in the county. 

The resolution adopted at Monday's 
meeting asked the legislators to act on a 
constitutional amendment that would 
allow Coffee County to have only one 
jail which would be centrally located in 
the county and would serve both 
courthouses in Elba and Enterprise. 
The 1903 law, which has been in the 
center of a recent controversy, 
mandated that a jail be constructed to 
hold prisoners in a city in which court is 
held for more than six months of the 
year. If passed by a statewide election, 
the amendment would release the 
commission from a court order to build a 
jail in Enterprise. 

The actual site of the jail was not 
decided, and although New Brockton 
was hinted as the site, Commissioner 
Eugene Bradley stated, ‘‘The motion 
says it will be built somewhere in 
between the two courthouses."’ 

County Attorney Warren Rowe said, 
“IT have no doubt Judge Gamble will go 
along with the motion. He is more than 
fair and wants to do what is best for all 
the county, What we are now talking 
about is that two jails be built under 
Federal guidelines, and we can’t afford 
it. I know the judge will see our side of 
the story.”’ 

Monday's bi-monthly meeting 
began at 9:00 a.m. and Commission 
Clerk Brunease Winston greeted the 
commissioners by handing out certified 
letters containing copies of a suit filed 
last week by a former inmate about the 
condition of the county jail in Elba. 

“This is what we've been talking 
about for two years,’’ said County 
Attorney Warren Rowe, ‘‘and it's now a 
cinch you'll be building two new jails 
instead of one, and it will cost two or 
three times more, under Federal 
guide lines. The suit was filed by a 
State inmate in our jail, and that is one 
practice that needs to stop.’’ 

Rowe told the commissioners he 
would file a motion to dismiss the suit 
on the grounds that not all 
commissioners were named in the suit. 
He said the suit would be refiled, but 
the motion would give the county more 
time before it must answer the com- 
plaint. 


When asked about the fate of a bill 
to allow the people to vote on a one-cent 
sales tax, Rowe stated, '*We need to go 
with what we've got and not pass any 
resolutions. Ltalked with Senator Mike 
Weeks (who had threatened to kill the 
bill if a sentence giving 35 percent of the 
{ax money to schools wasn't deleted) 
last week and told him a majority of the 
commissioners had agreed to let him 
drop the earmarking to the schools, so 
he knows how we feel. He can no longer 
biame the commission for the death of 
the bill if he does indeed kill it.”’ 


In other action at Monday's meet- 
ing, the commission: 
***appointed Rebecca Fuller to the 
Crosstrails Regional Library Board; 
***anpointed O.E. McCollough to the 
Community Mental Health Board; 
***nominated Wildon Bryan, James 
Bess and Johnny Jones to serve on the 
Board of Equalization; 
*** discussed transferring two Senior 
Aide employees from Human Resource 
Center to County Health Department; 
***voted to take bids on three garbage 
trucks the county wishes to sell and 
open the bids on December 14: 
***aereed to hold a press conference on 
December 14 at 10:00 a.m. to discuss 
the plans to seek a constitutional 
amendment allowing the county to build 
a new jail in a central location, and 
invite all county legislators to attend: 
***refused to pay a repair bill for 
damages to a car caused by a gulley in 
the road, but did agree to fix the road: 
***informed county employees all 
offices would be open on Christmas 
Eve; 
***by a vote of 4-2 (voting ‘‘no’’ were 
Grant and Eagerton) voted to send out 
invitations te bid on a new pickup truck 
for the Highway Department; 
***voted to advertise in the local papers 
for a shop foreman; 
***voted to send out bids for resurfac- 
ing work on County Roads 14 (2.7 
miles), 6 (4.2 miles), 79 (2.4 miles), 11 
(2.2 miles) and 55 (1.6 miles), and to 
open the bids on December 28, at 9:00 
a.m.; 
***voted to send out bids on a new or 
used dozer (S00 hours worktime or less); 
***and agreed to close a road near the 
Fairview Community after an alternate 
route is established.

14, at 9:00 a.m. in Enterprise.
